hey @¢111 control four villages at the fuct of Chirtl-san and occupy. all of San- 
chong-myon, with concentrations in the villages of Pyongrim-ri and Sinrim-ri. 
From these bases they work out inte parts ef Sinchonemyon (12%=45, 2820) _ 
Hycpchon-myon (128-09, 35-36), and Machon-myon (127-44, 25-23) in Hamyenge County. 
Tn these myon and in Wishen-myen (127-50, 25944), they here even succeeded ta 
collecting taxée in kind. 
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3e The totel number of armed gusrrillas in the area is estimated et 1,669 at most.** 
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There ore six guerr' ile units wnder the South Kyongsang People’s Guerrilla Corps 
Hesdquarters, all directed by leaders well qualified for nolitical and mili tenr 
operations. One of the six units, the 102 Guerrilla Unit. is semi-indomeniont 
and does 10¢ fellow the same lines as the other groups. It is composed ef rem- 
nants of the old 6 Division from the Korean force» in eastern Nenchuria with 

the Chinese Communists; these troops were in the area during the summer of 1950. 
No loci Korear. personnel have been admitted to the unit. It is equipped with 
verloug weapons, including cannon and mortars, hut has no ammunition. Unarmed 
guerrilja forees amount to about 2,000. 


The Coamunists are restricted within the area they dominate. The spproximately 
10,009 local inhebitants are not permitted by the Communists to travel outside 
their own villages. The Communists themselves have contact only with the Ccem- 


- muntat people's committee of Sachon County end have made no connecticns with 


the Communist groups in the adjacent counties of Yongsan, Tongnaé, Ulsan, and 
Miryang. ‘The liaison route between the South Kyongsang Committee end the Sachon 
County Connittoe Le the only means by which the former receives news of the 
eutside world. 


Contacts between the two grouns are maintained by courier every three daya. 

The courier from the Sachon County Committee leaves Konmyong (127-57, 35=07) 
after dinner and walks for 40 mimtes to a spot on a village path at the foot 

of 2 hill. He claps his hands twice to notify the courier from the South 
Kyongseng Committee of his arrival end receives an anewering signol of two claps. 
The couriers exchange newspmpers and other items. 


For additional contact with the outside, the South Kyonzsane Committee in Feb- 
ruary sent out an agent to work in Chinju. His mission wes to communicate with 
the surviving leftist elements in that city and to make arrangements for the 
trensfer of the Chiri-san group to Chinju or elsewhere. He was also to obtain 
South Kyongsangz residence certificates, films, chemicals, and peper for print= 
ing. This individual was anmprehended by the ROK police efter 20 days in Chinju, 
during which he had been constantly in hiding and had not heen able te begin 


_AL@ mission. 


Although the Commmists in Chirlesan are well-protected, their position is 
showing ite disadvantages. The food situation was becoming critical; elthougs 
they had collected 1,300 bags of rice in the hervest of 1950, they hed only 

two weeks" food left on 12 February 1951. ‘The amount of food they ean’ ob- 

tein from local sources is very small, and the outeide suoply Line 1 tenuous. 
Moreover, they are comletely cut off from #11 ROK contacts and are uneble to 
expand for purposes of propaganda or eabotare. The attitude of the leccl popu- 
lation outeaide the zone of Conmuniat control is definitely hostile. 


Faced with these difficulties, in February the Communists were plenning a pro~ 
gram of re-organization, with the following features: 


a. Unnecessary personnel in the aren are to return home in order to serve os 
liaison with the core which remains and also to penetrate into the ROK 
population and government. 


be The present base is to be held by a small detechment of guerrillas, while 
the remainder of the force moves to a new base, separating into smaller 
groups to avoid destruction through a single attack. 


6. The struggle to obtelin arns and men will be intensified. Local youth will 
be Kidnapped for indoctrination as future guerrilies. 


Gd. Guerrillas with arms are to renein in the present base but are to seck more 
of their food through roids on the villages. They are te conceal their 
true location by feints from different noints.
